Allowable Subject Matter 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither 
prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of the said prior arts. Prior art fails to teach: 

The ISDN-based bus comprises an ISDN-oriented modular bus in which data is 
transferred in common channels which prevents all timeslots of the ISDN frame from 
being accessed, the interface unit comprising: 

Wherein the interface unit facilitates communication between a device coupled to the 
ISDN-based bus and a device coupled to the processor bus, the interface unit is 
capable of accessing all timeslots in an ISDN frame for data transfer. 
Dependent claims 2 - 8 are rendered allowable, as their respective independent claim 1 
is allowable. 

Claim 9 and 24 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to 
combine any of the said prior arts. Prior art fails to teach: 
An interface which facilitates communication between an ISDN-based bus and a 
processor bus, the ISDN-based bus transfers data in common channels which prevents 
all timeslots of an ISDN frame from being accessed, the interface comprising: 
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A control unit coupled to the data transfer unit for controlling the transfer of data 
between the device coupled to the processor bus and the device coupled to the ISDN- 
based bus, wherein the interface is capable of accessing all timeslots of the ISDN frame 
for data transfer. 

Dependent claims 10-22 are rendered allowable, as their respective independent claim 
9 is allowable. 

Claim 23 is allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither 
prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of the said prior arts. Prior art fails to teach: 

A method of transferring data between an ISDN-based bus and a processor bus in 
which the ISDN based bus transfers data in common channels which prevents all 
timeslots of the ISDN frame from being accessed, comprising: 
Transferring stored data between the device coupled to the ISDN-based bus and the 
device coupled to the processor bus, wherein all timeslots of an ISDN frame are 
capable of being accessed for data transfer.
